Unless Banks Show Dispo- 
sition to Help the Cotton 
Growers No Emergency 
Currency Will Be Issued. 


Washington, September 21.—A warn- 
ing to national banks which have re- 
ceived government funds to aid crop 
moving or which. have received emer- 
gency currency, not to charge excessive 
interest rates or to refuse legitimate 
credits, was given tonight by Secre- 
tary McAdoo in a formal statement 
dealing with the present situation in 
the cotton growing states..__The secre- 
tary declared he would not hesitate to 
withdraw government deposits from 
offending banks or to refuse to issue 
emergency currency to them. 

Aside from this warning, Mr. McAdoo 
announced there is no reason for the 
cotton producer and manufacturer to 
feel pessimistic. He expressed the be- 
lief that there must soon be an in- 
creased demand for cotton, and added: 

“If the banks, the merchants and 
the manufacturers throughout the 
south will quit taking counsel of fear 
and will go forward with confidence, 
the situation will, I believe, improve 
still further.” 

“Complaints have been made to me,” 
said the secretary’s statement, ‘that 
some of the national banks which are 
the beneficiaries of government deposits 
and which are receiving national bank 
currency, are charging excessive rates 
of_interest on loans, as well as restrict- 
ing credits. I have ordered that a care- 
ful investigation be made immediately. 

Threatens to Withdraw Funds. 

“If I discover depositary banks are 
refusing to extend legitimate credits, 
or are charging excessive rates of in- 
terest for government funds deposited 
with them, or for so-called emergency 
currency which has been issued to them, 
I shall not hesitate to withdraw gov- 
ernment funds from such banks and 
to refuse to issue emergency currency 
to banks which I am convinced .are not 
making use of it upon reasonable terms 
for the benefit of the business commu- | 
nity. This applies not only ‘te -na- 
tional banks in the cotton statgs, but 
in all other sections of _the country.

BELGIANS ACCUSED OF

Berlin, September 7.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press.)—‘"A 
cry of indignation has been — calied 
forth throughout the world,” writes 
W: Scheuermann, a Berlin war corre- 
spondent who accompanies the German 
general staff, “by the Germans’ 50- 
called cruelty. In all countries that 
get their news through English and 
French sources stories of German bar- 
barism are repeated. It is, therefore, 
doubly the duty of a war correspendent 
who can speak of what his own eyes 
have seen, to report what he can an- 
swer for before the forum of historical 
truth. ‘ 

I] have spent days in the worst 
Franc-Tireur regions of Belgium and 
France. -My first impressions of the 
horrors of war were obtained at Bat- 
tice, on the road from Aachen to Liege, 
where fighting between Franc-Tireurs 
and our soldiers went on for days. In- 
stead of a flourishing village, one sees 
there today charred ruins stretching 
along the highway for a mile. 

“T saw things there that I shall re- 
member as long as I live. I passed 
through a village that was quite burned 
out, where only a few German Land- 
wehr soldiers were standing guard— 
no other living beings visible any- 
where. But when I came to the door- 
way of a house that had fallen in I saw 
in what probably had been the living 
room a white-haired woman with a 
kitehem knife raking in the debris. I 
Called to her. .She did not hear me.

GERMANY IS LYING 
SAYS GREAT BRITAIN 


Washington September 21.— The 
British embassy today announced re- 
ceipt of the following from the Lon- 
don foreign office: 

“Currency is being given to stories 
emanating from German sources of 
utterances unfavorable to the British 
cause by ex-« ,binet ministers, labor 
members and others in England.

Beyers Refuses to Lead 
South African Forces to 
Conquer German South- 
west Africa. 


London, September 21.—Brigadier 
General Christian Frederick Beyers, 
commandant general of the Union of 
South Africa's defense forces, has re- 
signed his ‘post because of his disap- 
proval of the action of Great Britain 
in sending commandoes to conquer Ger- 
man Southwest Africa. 

The official press bureau tonight 
gave out General Beyer’s letter of res- 
ignation and the reply of Genral Jan 
Christian Smuts, minister of finance 
and defense of the South African Union. 

Beyers Attacks Great Britain. 

General Beyers reminds General 
Smuts that in August he disapproved 
of the sending of commandoes (forces 
of Boer troops) te conquer German 
Southwest Africa and expresses sur- 
‘prise that -parliament confirme the 
resolution of the government to con- 
quer the German territory without any 
provocation to the union by the Ger- 
mans. He insists that @ majority of 
the Dutch people in the union disap- 
proved of crossing the German frontier. 

Referring to a statement that Great 
Britain had taken part in the Euro- 
pean war for the sake of justice and 
to protect the independence of smalier 
nations and comply with treaties, Gen- 
eral Beyers points to the resignation of 
two British ministers as evidence “that 
a strong minority cannot be convinced 
of the righteousness of war with Ger- 
many.” 

As to the protection of smaller na- 
tions, General Beyers says: 

“| have only to indicate how the 
independence of the South African re- 
public and the Orange Free State was 
violated and of what weight the Sand 
river convention was. 

“It is said this war is peng were 
against the barbarity of the rmans. 
I have forgiven, hut not forgotten, all 
the barbarities perpetrated on our coun- 
try during the South African war.

London, September 21.—The official 
press bureau announced at 7:45 o’clock 
this evening: 

“Since the least report was received 
from General French further counter- 
attacks have been made and success- 
fully repulsed.” 


Struggle on River Aisne 


Begins to Resemble Siege; 


Both Armies Are Intrenched 


London, September 21.—-The unpar- 
alleled struggle on the River Aisne, 
which commenced about a week ago 
Saturday, has developed into siege oper- 
ations. The two armies, strongly en- 
trenched, are carrying on an artillery 
duel, while the infantry makes attacks 
and counter attacks which are in the 
nature of sorties from a besieged fort- 
ress. 

Occasionally one or the other gains 
a little ground, but it is so little that 
the opposing forces remain in their 
trenches or take up positions in new 
entrenchments immediately behind, 
those from which they are driven. 

It is now becoming the conviction 
of military men that nothing but out- 
flanking movements can have any seri- 
ous effect on either army. The Ger- 
mans, according to their own official 
report, have been strongly reinforced, 
both on their right, where General von 
Kluck is making such a stubborn stand 
in almost impregnable positions on the 
hills north of the Aisne, and in the 
center, where the Germans are making 
almost superhuman efforts to recap- 
ture Rheims. It is probably the de- 
sire to recapture this town at all costs 
because of its importance as the key 
to important communications that will 
improve all their connections for at- 
tack or retreat, that has led the Ger- 
mans to continue the bombardment 
which has resulted in the destruction 
of the famous cathedral. 

Bombardment Very Severe. 


This bombardment has been of the 
most severe kind and is being directed 
from Brimont, which the French re- 
captured, but lost again, and from oth- 
er hills around the town, and is of 
deadly character. The French have 
brought up additional heavy artillery 
in an attempt to drive the Germans out 
of these hills, for until this is done 
the situation in the town must be diffi- 


cult. 
On the allies’ left the French claim 


another advance on the right bank .of 
the River Oise as far as the heights of 
Lassigny, west of Noyon, which has 
been the center of heavy fighting for 


a week past. 

Severe fighting also continues north 
of the Aisne and in the Craonne dis- 
trict, where the Germans. a French of- 
ficial communication says. have been 
repulsed at all points with considerable 
losses. 

This is an extremely dfficult country 
over which to make an advance. The 
plateau of Craonne is of limestone 
formation, with the sides almost as per- 
pendicular as walls; the valleys in wet 
weather becoming quagmires. It was 
on this plateau just a century ago that 
Blucher failed to check Napoleon. 


Allies Held Heights. 


The allies apparently have scaled the 
walls of the plateau and now hold the 
heights, but ahead of them they have 
found Von Kluck in great strength and 
now are awaiting the outcome of the 
attempt to turn his flank, which would 
clear the road for them. The French 
army, which is trying to work around 
the German right, is pushing its way 
slowly. Starting from Compeigne, it 
reached Noyon, and today is on the 
heights of Lassigny. Its next object- 
ive point is Tergnier, nineteen miles 
from Laon, an important pen nef junc- 
tion which the Germans are using for 
provisioning their forces. 

The French have made some head- 
way in Champagne and on the west 
slope of the Argonne and have re- 
occupied Mesnil-Les-Hurlus and Mes- 
siges, but elsewhere the situation re- 
mains as it was. One thing is cer- 
tain, neither front has been broken, 
all attempts to do this having been re- 
pulsed, and while the German right 
may be bending back a little, it is not 
yet outflanked. 

All this fightin has been carried 
on in most execrable weather, a con- 
tinuous downpour which so often ac- 
companies battles, filling the trenches 
with water and putting a brake on 
the movements of men and horses. 


Russian Grip on Austria. 


The Russian grip on the scattered 
Austrian forces in Galicia is holdin 
relentlessly. Aoceree, to Petrogra 
advices the fortress of Jaroslau is be- 
ing bombarded; Przemysl has been in- 
vested and General Dankl’s army, 


| which is retreating toward Cracow has 


been surrounded. The capture of the 
town of Dubiecko, on the San, by the 
Russians, has cut Przemysi off from 
the the western armies, so that it must 
now rely for defense upon the Aus- 
trian and German army corps which 
there. 

 Dienares Dank! is believed to be in a 
difficult position. Driven out of South 
Poland and separated from the main 
body of the Austrian army, he has been 
compelled to make a race for Cracow, 
in which he was, atcording to Rus- 
sian accounts, beaten by the Russian 
army coming southward from the Vis- 
tula to Baranow. 

The Russians now are so eure of 
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Galicia that they are organizing a 
civil government for that region, as 
well as for Bukowina, the Austrian 
crown land, of which they are com- 
plete masters. 

The Germans have retaliated to some 
extent by penetrating the territory of 
Suwalki, in Russian Poland, and 
farther to the north. But the Rus- 
sians are contenting themselves with 
defending their fortresses until their 
work in Galicia is completed. 

The Montenegrins and Servians are 
reported to be meeting with success, 
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and the Montegrins are now approach- 
ing Sarajevo, capital of Bosnia. 
Exploit of the Emden. 

The exploit of the German cruiger 
Emden, in the bay of Bengal, has 
caused a stir in England. Everybody 
is asking where was the British fleet 
to allow the capture of six steamers, 
or, in the first place, to allow the 
Emden to get away from the China 
coast. 

It appears it was only due to the 
warning of an Italian captain that 
more British steamers did not fall into 
the hands of the Emden. It ig sup- 
posed that British warships are search- 
ing for the German cruisers which have 
been free in the different dceans, Dut 
which have succeeded in keeping out 
of the way of their enemies, 

An officer just returned from Sois- 
sons states that an aeroplane recon- 
noissance has given rise to the con- 
viction that a large portion of the 
German forces is retiring with its 
trains and heavy stores, says a dis- 
patch to The Express. 

It is believed that orders have been 
received from Berlin for the main 
forces to retire and defend the German 
frontiers, leaving only 200,000 men to 
defend the fortified lines and cover the 
retirement. 

Naturally there has been no intima- 
tion from German sources in“corrobo- 
ration of the report that a compara- 
tively small part of the German army 
proposes to maintain merely a de- 
fensive position in France while the 
main body makes a stand on the fron- 
tier, but optimists among the allied 
adherents believe it extremely im- 
probable that Emperor William’s 
troops again during the present war 
will assume a general offensive on 
French territory. They contend, more- 
over, that a retirement of the Ger- 
man forces from French soil must 
shortly become inevitable unless the 
offensive is assumed, 


Crown Prince’s Army Retreats. 


The British eyes see further en- 
couragement in the backward move- 
ment of the army of Crown Prince 
Frederick William, which, it is argued, 
means the failure to establish for the 
invaders new and shorter com- 
munications by way of Metz and the 
Rhine. 

Hardly less discussed today than 
the battle itself is the destruction, or 
at least the partial destruction, of the 
Rheims cathedral. This edifice has 
been called the urn of French history 
and its loss perhaps will be a greater 
shock to historians and worshippers 
of antiquity than was the destruction 
of the library in the Belgian town of 
Louvain. 

The Germans were quick to issue a 
formal statement from Berlin saying 
that the damage to the cathedral was 
unintentior.al and was incidental to 
absolutely necessary operations. 

Vienha dispatches say that the 
newspapers of the Austrian capital 
continue silent concerning the opera- 
tions in the Austrian province of Ga- 
licia and against the Servians; but 
they are appealing daily for more 
nurses, doctors and medical supplies 
to be sent to the front. The Austrian 
hospital equipment is said to be woe- 
fully inadequate, the wounded often 
lying on the field from 24 to 48 hours, 
greatly increasing not only the suf- 
fering but the mortality. 

Throughout the British isles enlist- 
ment continues unabated, and a note- 
worthy feature is the high standard 
of the recruits. Students and young 
professional men are conspicuous in 
every squad seen upon the London 
streets. 

Long Way to Tipperary. 

“It’s a long way to Tipperary,” now 
has become a fixed classic in this war, 
much the same as “There'll Be a Hot 
TimeintheOld Town Tonight,” swept 
through the American army in Cuba 
during the Spdnish-American war. 
Even the German prisoners interned 
in England have caught the fever, and 
may be heard singing it as well as they 
can. 

It was announced here today that 
David Lloyd-George, the chancellor of 
the exchequer, is heading a movement 
to raise a complete Welsh army corps. 

The positions now held by the Ger- 
mans were’ well selected and well for- 
tified. Some of their heavy artillery 
is decribed as resting upon cement 
foundatinos, ° 

The official afternoon statement from 
Paris says that terrific bayonet 
charges in the vicinity of Graonne re- 
sulted in the drawing back of the 
Germans with heavy losses. 

Day and night the assaults continue. 
The Germans played into action by 
bands rendering military airs, hurled 
masses of men on the hastily con- 
structed entrenchments where the al- 
lies had dug themselves in as a pro- 
tection against the pitiless artillery 
concealed on the heights above them. 
It was cold steel ainst cold steel, 
and ended in the allies holding their 
desperately won positions. 


PARTING GERMAN SHELL 
KILLS GENERAL FINDLAY 


British Artillery Chief Met 
Death While Getting Guns 
Into Position. 


London, September 21.—The Daily 
Mail’s correspondent in France de- 
scribes the death of General Neil 
Douglas Findlay, of the Roydl artil- 
lery, as follows: 

“When at dawn of Saturday the Brit- 
ish advance continued toward Soissons 
the enemy was fighting an exception- 
ally fierce rear-guard action. A ter- 
rible shell fire wag directed against 
our artillery under General Findlay, 
temporarily situated in a valley by the 
Village of Prise. It seemed a matter 
of moments when we should have to 
spike our guns, and General Findlay 
saw the urgency for action. 

“*Boys,’ his voice echoed down the 
line, ‘we are going to get every gun 
into position.’ Then deliberately the 
General approached the regimental 
chaplain kneeling beside a gunner. 
‘Here are some of my personal belong- 
ings, chaplain. See that they don't go 
astray.’

Paris, September 21.—The official 
communication issued tonight says: | 

“The engagements today have been 
less violent. We have made apprecia- 
ble progress, notably between Rheims 
and the Argonne.” 

The communication ‘continues: 


“First, on our left wing, on the 
right bank of the river Oise, we have 
advanced as far as the heights of 
Lassigny, west of Noyon. To the east 
of the Oise and to the north of the 
river Aisne, the Germans have given 
evidence of a recrudescence of activ- 
ity. : 

“In the region of Craonne there have 
been violent encounters which did not 
stop short of bayonet charges. The 
enemy has been everywhere repulsed, 
with considerable losses. In the coun- 
try around Rheims the enemy has not 
Fo age any infantry attack, con- 

ing himself to artillery fire, directed 
against our front, from heavy guns. 

“Second, on the center, in the Cham- 
Pagne country, and on the western 
slopes of the Argonne river, an excep- 
tion being made of Louain, we have 
taken Mesnil-Les-Hurlus and Massi- 
ges. In the Woevre district the ene- 
my still holds the region of Thiaucourt, 
and has commanded Rassenchatel. 

On our right wing, Lorraine and 
the Vosges, there is nothing new. The 
Germans are fortifying themselves in 
the vicinity of Dolmiet, to the south of 
Chateau Salim.” 


Germans Gain, Then Lose. 

The extrame left of the allied forces 
continues to bear the brunt of the 
fighting, and either on Saturday or 
Sunday, the official reports do not 
bring out the time clearly, the Ger- 
mans, in a furious counter attack, 
gained some ground, which, however, 
was speedily regained. 

Elsewhere along the big battle front 
the successes of one side have been 
counter-balanced by forward move- 
ments of the other, but military ex- 
erts here claim the allies have bet- 
ered their position so far as it affects 
the continuation of the struggle since

they have reached and ‘entrenched 
themselves on high ground. 

The best opinion here, however, in- 
clines to the belief that the frontal 
attacks of forces, both apparently of 
equal strength, will continue for some 
time yet without result unless some- 
thing unforeseen happens. 

The havoc wrought in the famous 
Cathedral of Rheims by the German 
guns, as told in official and other dis- 
patches from the front, is the subject 
of bitter comment here. It is stated 
that the French government will lodge 
a protest with all the powers regard- 
ing the bombardment of the cathedral, 
which, unofficial dispatches say, was 
sheltering several undred German 
wounded and flying a Red Cross flag. 

Copies of letters said to have been 
found on German prisoners continue to 
be made public here. One credited to 
a Brunswick non-commissioned officer 
reads: 

“Our life is not a gay one. For nine 
days we have camped in water and we 
are living on beets and sugar. Bread 
is a luxury. The tension is frightful, 
and our losses are enormous. There is 
not a single officer left in my company, 
which has been reduced from 250 to 60 
men.” 

Other letters of a similar tenor are 
given out, and wonder is expressed at 
how men living on raw vegetables have 
still the ‘courage to fight with such 
desperation, especially under the most 
trying weather conditions. 


Great Hardships for Germans. 


Bordeaux, September 21.—A number 
of letters written by German soldiers 
which have fallen into the hands of 
French speak of the great hardships 
which the invading troops have under- 
gone, All refer to the terrible losses 
sustained by the Germans, some com- 
panies of 250 men being reduced to 
as few as fifty. 

A German surgeon, writing under 
date of September 11, said: “I am 
suffering terrible hunger. I have not 
eaten a morsel of bread in eight days.” 

A German soldier, writing from the 
battlefield of the Marne, said that for 
weeks he had lived on raw beet roots 
and sugar. He declared the French 
fire was having a frightful effect. Out 
of his company of 250 men only sixty 
were left. He saw no solution of the 
problem, he said. His company had 
received no reinforcements. Other writ- 
ers said that they had no bread, but 
plenty of wine. 


LIKE THE WORK OF ATILLA, 
DECLARES POPE BENEDICT 


Rome, September 21.—(Via Paris.) 
When informed of the destruction 
of the cathedral of Rheims, ; Pope 
Benedict XV. said he “could not be- 
lieve it possible in such a civilized 
epoch as the twentieth century for 
Europe to be plunged back to the 
time of Atilla.”

London, September 21.—The corre- 
spondent of The Times at LaFere- 
Milon, under date of Friday, describes 
the German counter attack made on 
Wednesday to recover ground lost on 
the Aisne. He says: 

“They came on singing, with their 
drums beating behind them. Even at 
night they had their band to play thet 
to the attack. 

“We met them in the holes they had 
themselves dug, and as a French sol- 
dier, who told the story, said: 

“‘In such a fight like this one we 
had them at a disadvantage for our 
bayonets are longer than theirs, only 
all these straps about our chests and 
Shoulders get in our way and hinder 
our movements. The Germans are 
better off in that respect and so are 
your soldiers, as they can use their 
arms. The Germans would break for 
a while and go back, but as soon as 
we sent them running another lot 
would come on, and so it went time 
after time.’ ” 

The correspondent of The Times, near 
Soissons, continuing his story of the 
operations on the Aisne after the al- 
lies had successfully crossed the river, 
says: 

“On Tuesday, the 15th, a severe at- 
tack was made by.the enemy, who evi- 
dently had been reinforced and was 
determined if possible to break through 
the allied lines between Vic-Sur-Aisne 
and Soissons, that is between the Brit- 
ish and French forces. 

“This attack was hetfalded by a tre- 
mendous outburst of heavy artillery 
fire, followed by a systematic advance 
of the infantry and machine guns. 
The allies’ forces stood their ground 
splendidly, poured a deadly fire into 
the attackers and finally, in certain 
cases, repulsing them at the point of 
the bayonet. This battle continued 
with unabated fury all night and 
throughout Wednesday and Thursday. 

“On Wednesday night the Germans 
attacked the French furiously in the 
region near Rheims. They attacked 
three times, but each time were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. 

“On Thursday they attacked the 
British with equal fierceness in the 
neighborhood of Soissons, when again 
their losses were enormous. 

“The first sign of weakening was 
noticed Thursday afternoon, after the 
flerce attacks of that day had been re- 

ulsed. The German losses were co- 
ossal. The Germans charged in close 
formation with utter recklessness of 
human life. 

“The whole idea of German strategy 
seems to be to throw plenty of weight 
in the belief that some of it is bound 
to get through.”

Nearly 800 Among Killed, 
Wounded and Missing. 
Britain Waits With Dread 
for Next Casualty List. 


London, September 21.—The patience 
with which the British people await 


news from their army i! as remark- 
able as it is unexpected. They know 
the British troops have been engaged 
for a week in a terrible battle, which 
is the culmination of the fighting which 
has gone on with two or three brief 
respites since August 23. They know 
the little British army has borne the 
brunt of the hardest fighting through- 
out, and that the next roll of casual- 
ties will be heavy. Yet they appear to 
recognize that inexorable military ne- 
cessity imposes upon them these days 
of suspense, and from the newspapers 
and the public little complaint is heard. 

The last official report revealing any 
details of the British operations was 
published last Thursday night. That 
report was not long and dealt for the 
most part with scattered incidents of 
Field Marshal Sir John French's ad- 
Vance against the German right wing. 
It dropped the curtain upon the events 
of September 14. 

Only Terse Bulletins. 


; The latter official reports have been 

terse bulletins, which enabled the 
newspapers only to draw fresh lines on 
their maps showing the progress of 
the battle front. These bulletins mere- 
ly have announced accomplished moves 
in the war game, like cable reports of 
an international chess match. 

The government has made the coun- 
try understand that the requirements 
of secrecy overshadow all other con- 
siderations, and that the officers of the 
staff have no time to spare for writing 
descriptions of the engagements. 

Correspondents hovering in the wake 
of the armies send descriptions of 
fragments of the battle they have been 
able to see and stories from the wound- 
ed. The sum of their impressions is 
that the past week’s battle exceeded 
in violence and stubbornness anything 
in modern history since the struggle 
at Port Arthur. There are stories of 
charges unequaled in the annals of 
British arms since Balaclava, and the 
casualty lists which filter through 
slowly day by day confirm the reports, 
which otherwise might be taken as an 
exaggeration of excited reporters get- 
ting their first glimpse of war. 


Many British Officers Killed. 


The part that British officers are 
Playing is illustrate by the bare tes- 
timony of the casualty lists. Seven 
Lundred and ninety-seven officers are 
among the killed, wounded and miss- 
ing, which is a percentage out of all 
proportion to the losses in the ranks. 
One hundred and thirty officers have 
been killed, 388 have been wounded and 
379 are missing. Many of the missing

Listed by ranks, the names of col- 
onels and lieutenant colonels number 
thirty-two, majors eighty-five and cap- 
tains 246. 

Many Families in Mourning. 

The homes of many of the best 
known families in the kingdom are in 
mourning. Lieutenant Wyndham, of 
the Coldstream guards, killed in ac- 
tion, was the only son of the late 
Right Honorable George Wyndham, at 
one time chief secretary for Ireland. 
Lieutenant Lockwood, of the same 
regiment, was the nephew and heir of 
Lieutenant Colonel the Right Honor- 
able A. M. Lockwood, one of the 
most popular members of the house of 
commons. Saturday’s list announced 
the death of Lord Guernsey, the heir 
of the Earl of Aylesford, and Lord Ar- 
thur Vincent Hay, heir of the Marquis 
Tweeddale. 

“It may be of some interest and 
comfort to the relatives of the officers 
whose names appear as missing or 
wounded and missing in the casualty 
lists issued by the war office after the 
termination of the retreat from Mons, 
to know that letters have begun arriv- 
ing in London from German hospitals, 
in which some of them are found to 
be living. Several of them appear to 
be at Paderborn, Westphalia.” 

A letter from the chief surgeon of 
the hospital there to the wife of a 
wounded officer is given. It says: 

“Dear Madame: Your husband is 
staying in the hospital at Paderborn. 
He feels well and his wound also is 
getting on well. As he is a prisoner, 
he is not allowed to write himself.” 

Many Sallors Killed. 

London, September 22,—Lieutenant 
Commander Richard C. Turner and 
Lieutenant John H. Drake and twenty; 
four men of the British cruiser Pega- 
sus were killed in the action with the 
German cruiser Konigsberg in Zanzibar 
harbor. Three officers and fifty men 
were wounded and nine are missing. 


THOUSANDS OF TROOPS 
GUARDING THE KAISER 


London, September 21.—The German 
emperor has taken up his quarters in 
Luxemburg, according to a Paris dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany. Thousands of troops are sta- 
tioned around the legation where he 
resides. To guard against possible 
raids by French aviators, -a squadron 
of aeroplanes is in constant readiness 
to beat off attacks. 


GERMANS CONTINUE 
TO BOMBARD TERMONDE 


London, September 21.—A dispatch to 
the Central News, from Ghent, says 
that the Germans continue the bom- 
bardment of Termonde, presumably 
with the object of preventing a further 
Belgian sortie from Antwerp. There 
have been various skirmishes in and 
near the villages surrounding the Ant- 
werp positions. 

The Germans have entrenched them- 
selves between Hofstade, eighteen miles 
east of Ghent, and Sempst. The fort 
of Waelhelm on several occasions bom- 
barded these positions. 

The Germans also have taken up 
fortified positions at Gembloux and 
between Wavre and Louvain. 


PLEA FOR aan 


MADE BY CHAMP CLARK 


Speaker Wants the United 
States to Take Lead in 
Movement. 


New York, September 21.—Speaking 
here before an audience of many thou- 
sands of persons gathered to hear the 
cause of pgéace urged by prominent 
Americans, Champ Clark, speaker of 
the house of representatives, called 
upon the United States to lead in a 
movement after the war for “disarm- 
ament by percentage” by all countries. 
This country, he said, had four reasons 
for leading such a movement—its 
wealth, homogeneous population, geo- 
graphical position and practical im- 
munity from invasion.” 

Governor Glynn, of New York; El- 
bert H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Steel corporation; Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall, Senator James A. Reed, 
of Missouri, and others also spoke. 

“The president expressed the senti- 
ments of the American people in the 
tender of his good offices to the war- 
ring nations to put an end to this war.” 
Mr. Clark continued. “Let us hope 
that he will be successful and will 
earn for himself the blessing vouch- 
safed to the peacemakers in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. 

“As soon as this war is over, con- 
gress ought to pass a resolution re- 
questing and directing the president 
of the United States to open negotia- 
tions with the great powers of the 
earth for disarmament by percentage. 
That is the only way on earth you are 
going to get it. No great nation is 
going to disarm while the others are 
armed, and we are the people that 
ought to make that proposition.” 

“Leading nations,” said Judge Gary, 
“are engaged in deadly combat. At 
least 15,000 men are being wounded 
and 2,500 killed daily by implements 
of warfare. We would, wherever prac- 
ticable, lend our influence to secure a 
termination of this most stupendous 
conflict of all the ages.” . 

“If a condition can be brought about 
by which the people of the whole world 
may learn, through the frightful ex- 
ample of this war, that war can end, 
and must end,” said Senator Reed, 
“then all the blood that now is being 
4 may not quite be poured out in 
vain.” 


“WAR STRIKE” DELAYS 
SAILING OF A STEAMER 


San Francisco, September 
steamer Maiti, of the Union line, left 
poet for Australia early today, after 
aving been delayed thirty-six hours 
by a “war strike” of stokers. 

The stokers went aboard an hour 
before sailing time and demanded an 
extra £5 in wages for the return trip 
for “war risk.” It was refused and 
they all went ashore and soon were 
arrested for disorderly conduct.

CHINESE. IN MUT iNY 
ON GERMAN VESSELS 


Honolulu, September 21.—Seventy 
members of the Chinese crown of the 
German refugee steamers Loongmoon, 
Staatesekertar Kraetke and Gouvern- 
our Jaeshke, of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line, were imprisoned here last 
night on mutiny charges made by the 
captain of the vessels. Jail accommo- 
dations are taxed by the number of 
Orientals under arrest, but the cap- 
tains of the German steamers say they 
fear further trouble from the 150 
Chinese still aboard their ships. They 
said the inese had refused to stay 
aboard any longer. 

The crews’ versions of the trouble, 
as related by the Chinese consul, is 
that the alleged mutineers were taken 
from Chinese waters on the promise 
that they would be returned in a week, 
but that they were taken to the Mar- 
shall islands instead, and forced to 
work day and night coaling three Ger- 
man cruisers. They were then brought 
to Honolulu, they told the consul, and 
given to understand that their stay 
aboard ship in this port would be in- 
definite. 


'WAR RISK INSURANCE 


ON AMERICAN CARGQES 


Washington, September 21.—War risk 
insurance on American vessels and 
cargoes carried in American vessels 
now may be arranged for through any 
collector of customs in the United 
States, under a decision announced to- 
night by the treasury department. 

This action obviates the necessity of 
establishing branches of the new bu- 
reau at seaports. Applications may be 
received by any collector or deputy, 
but in no instance will the government 
issue war risk insurance except where 
the applicant has ordinary marine in- 
surance, and in no tase will the war 
risk exceed the marine insurance.

“IAT MUCH RUMBLING 
LASSEN PEAK EXPLODES 


Eruption Is the. Forty-Eighth. 
Seismic Shock Accompa- 
nies the Eruption. 


Redding, Cal., September 21.—After 
a night of muttering and rumbling, 
Lassen Peak exploded today. Houses 
at Maycomber Fiat, distant 9 miles 
from the mountain, were rocked. ~ 

The eruption today is the forty- 
eighth since May 30, and the first that 
has been accompanied by an earth- 
quake. 

When the shock was felt the activi- 
ties of the mountain were not pro- 
nounced enough to make themselves 
Visible from a distance. Later a vast 
volume of sulphurous, ash laden 
smoke and steam was seen pouring 
from a fissure 1 mile below the older 
vents. 

The mountain now has four craters— 
the ancient one, still sealed; the new 
main crater adjacent: a third crater 
formed by the eruptions of the last 
three weeks, not far below the main 
> ea and the fissure blown open to- 
ay. 

Twice yesterday the two new cra- 
ters spouted clouds of smoke, but to- 
day they were inactive, while the lower 
vent was furiously busy. Smoke and 
floating ashes veiled the entire moun- 
tainside.

Not a Soul to Be Found in 
Certain Sections. 


Rotterdam, September 11.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.)— 
By imagining the sweep of a flood tide 
up a broad tidal river one can picture 
the advance of the German army 
through Belgium. Now creeping, now 
racing, it defied resistance with each 
forward lunge. Temporarily deflected 
at such points as Liege and Namur, the 
body of it moved irresistibly forward, 
engulfing what it could not immediate- 
ly destroy. 

The result is a rumpled, depleted 
country, strewn with the flotsam of 
this passing tide—scattered French 
epaulets and torn uniforms ground 
into the soil, shallow trenches filled 
with French guns broken at the stock, 
and French knapsacks with their con- 
tents spilled over the landscape, 
intervals there are new-made graves 
without a cross or stone to mark them, 
and inevery village, hospitals, churches, 
villas and chateaux are crowded with 
wounded, 

Fields which have escaped the 
scourge and whose harvests still 
stand in giant haycocks, pyramid- 
shaped like the monument which sup- 
ports the Lion of Waterloo, only em- 
phasize the surrounding waste; the 
purple luster of cabbage beds and the 
vivid green of enormous beet fields look 
as out of place as hot beds in a morgue. 


Flight of Inhabitants. 


The impression is not to be given, 
however, thatthe greater part of Bel- 
gium or even the sections over which 
the Germans have passed, has been 
left in cinders and ruins. It ig the 
sudden flight of the inhabitants that 
has given the country its chief appear-~ 
ance of desolation. In hay fields, mow- 
ing machines and carts are to be 
found in the exact position in which 
they were left by farmers in the midst 
of a day's work, with the prints of 
hoofs showing where the horses had 
been led away by German soldiers. 

On the road from Solre-Sur-Sambre 
through Montignies 8t. Christophe to 
Beaumont, along which the French 
were driven in headlong flight after a 
two days’ artillery engagement Au- 
gust 24-25, the complete evacuation 
of the inhabitants left a sense of drea- 
riness and wuttter depression which 
choked one like a nightmare. Doors of 
houses still remained open, cattle bel- 
lowed from deserted barns, and half- 
finished glasses of weak Belgian cog- 
nac marked places where groups had 
gathered and hastily dispersed. In this 
area not a human soul moved or 
breathed. It was like the unearthing 
of an ancient city—like Pompell 
stricken in the midst of its daily oc-

She dug as 
she expected to find somethin 
the fallen bricks. ss 
Never Heard Such Weeping. 

“In a front garden, which had been 
scorched by the flames, a woman in a 
black dress was crouching and weep- 
ing, weeping. I have stood at many 
an open grave in the churchyard, but 
I have never heard anybody weep like 
that woman. 

“The sound of it will ring in my ears 
as one of the most terrible experiences 
of my life. Even the petty losses of 
property are painful to see. In the 
upper story of one house everything 
had been destroyed by fire, but at one 
place on the smoke-begrimed wall 
there hung the discolored photo of a 
woman, probably long dead. At one 
place a blue-enameled child’s bedstead | 
peerg out of the smoking debris, still 
filled with its scorchéd mattress and 
pillows. Whoever has a child at home 
in its snow-white bed—but a curse 
and thrice a curse upon those who 
For them there 
is no punishment in this world suffi- 
cient. And when they now denounce 
our brave warriors as the cause of 
this desolation, this latter slander, 
shameful as it is, does not weigh much 


in comparison with what they actually 
did. 


“Our German soldiers and Landwehr 
men marched into the country of the 


enemy with the same order and disci- 
pline that they maintain on the drill- 


ground and in army maneuvers. Wher- 
ever we came we guaranteed to the 
inhabitants security for life and prop- 
erty; we dre waging war with the 
armies of the enemy, not with civil- 
ians. In Battice the German procia- 
mation promising the Belgians peace 
and the integrity of their territory was 
still seen on the walls of the burned 


houses. 
Every German Avenged. 

“Now, what happened in Battice, 
Clermont, Herbde, Fleeron and other 
Belgian places was, with singular simi- 
larity, as follows; 

“The inhabitants let the Germans 
march in, received them with cring- 
ing friendliness, offered them wine in 
superfluous quantities and then fell 
upon them at night. It goes without 
saying—for mere self-preservation de- 
manded it—that every murdered Ger- 
man was avenged. Where the murder- 
ers could be caught they were brought 
before a court-martial, and if their 
guilt was evident, they were shot or 


hanged. 

“All this was done in perfect order. 
How far the self-control of our troops 
extends was proved to me Dy an ex- 
ample only day before yesterday. At 
the entrance to the French fortress of 
Longwy, just captured, I saw German 
soldiers bringing in a troop of Franc- 
Tireurs, quite old fellows, and among 
them. a few common thieves, scarcely 
beyond school boy age, all of them 
with criminal faces of the hardest type.

“During this battle before Antwerp 
an. undoubtedly organized attack was 
made upon the German troops at many 
places in Louvain, after anperently 
friendly relations between the Germans 
and the citizens of the town had seem- 
ed, for 24 hours, to be beginning.

“But we were soon to learn other- 
wise. The citizens of Louvain, who 
hitherto had kept quiet and shown 
themselves friendly to us, suddenly be- 
gan firing upon our soldiers and con- 
voys of provisions and ammunition. 
The shooting began in the whole city, 
as if by word of command. In the 
main street a machine gun was mount- 
ed in the window of a projecting 
house, which was barricaded. t was 
a dangerous situation for our corps 
and division staff, who were quartered 
in the city. In view of the friendly 
attitude of the inhabitants, the garri- 
son of the city had been reduced to 
a handful of men to hold the railway 
station. The staff officers and the sta- 
tion guard would simply have been

Letter to President. 


The petition was accompanied b 
letter to President Wilson from era. 
ae ane Madame Schwimmer. It said 
n part: 

“Men of the families of our leaders 
in fifteen countries are at the front. 
We learn that the homes of some are 
now hospitals for the wounded, and 
all European suffrage headquarters 
are transformed into relief stations. 
The stories which these women tell us 
of suffering, want, destruction of prop- 
erty, disease, atrocities and»brutal at- 
tacks*upon women are well-nigh un- 
believable in this twentieth century. 

‘We accept these scattered testi- 
monials of women we know well as 
certain indications that civilized Bu- 
rope has relapsed into barbarism.

It is known that for the present he 
will take no further steps either to 
sound the  belligerents or otherwise 
preas the offer of the American gov- 
ernment to mediate.

Aachen (Aix-la-Chapelle), Septem- 
ber 6.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—The head of the Red 
Cross division in Rhineland today 
showed American correspondents dum- 
dum bullets, 1,000 of which, he said, 
had been found on English soldiers 
taken at Maubeuge. The end of this 
bullet was unjacketed and tipped with 
lead which contained a copper core. It 
was a 45-caliber make, similar to car- 
tridges used for big guns. The soft- 
nosed bulets had caused ugly injuries 
to the German wounded which he had 
personally treated, said the Red Cross 
chief. 

French Bullets Good. 

The officer spoke without animus, 
and only gave evidence which, he said, 
he had personally gathered. He said 
many English bullets were made like 
the sharp nickel-plated German bul- 
lets. The French bullets were uni- 
formly good, he declared, and made 
small wounds and did not spread. 

According to the official’s story, he 
treated German wounded who had been 
shot with English buckshot. 

He brought in a wounded German 
boy, Wolfgang Kocher, son of a Mag- 
deburg professor, and enlisted in the 
Seventy-fourth infantry regiment of 
Hanover. This boy, aged 19, was made 
prisoner with thirteen others by the 
Belgians at Liege during the first days 
of the fighting. He said he was told 
by the wife of the doctor who attended 
them ‘that if anything happened to any 
of her relatives in the war she would 
poison the prisoners. For four days 
thereafter they were afraid to touch 
food or *waiter, and when rescued by 
Pecan were on the point of star- 
vation. 


Brave Belgian Telephone Girl. 


The Red Cross chief said he had seen 
a Red Cross automobile fired on at 
Battiste by Belgian civilians. He told 
a remarkable story of a Belgian tele- 
phone girl at Dahlen, who telephoned 
Belgian officers at the forts that they 
were not properly placing their shells. 
By following her instructions they 
were able to ~-erulate their firing ef- 
fectively, and the telephone girl was 
killed by a shot which destroyed the 
office from which she was directing 
the operations. 

At Dahlen, the Red Cross official said, 
they had been fired on by Belgians at 
midnight, after being kindly treated by 
them during the day.

JAPANESE DROP BOMBS 
ON THE GERMAN FORTS 


British Troops Will Aid in the} 


GERMAN ATROCITIES 
DESCRIBED IN LETTER 


English Wounded Charge Hor- 
rible Cruelties, According to 
Message Received Here. 


- 


The alleged German atrocities are 
quite vividly emphasized in a number 
of letters from England received by 
Mrs. A. A. Wadsworth, 290 Washing- 
ton street, who came to America from 
England just before the conflict be- 
gan. The following was received by 
Mrs. Wadsworth Monday atfernoon. 

“Shoreham-by-Sea, England, 
“September 11, 1914. 

“My Dear Sister—We are more hope- 
ful now; the Germans had planned the 
time they expected to’ arrive in: London, 
but they have not learned to walk on 
the water yet, and we are waiting in 
shoals for them at* Newhaven, eat, 
Dover and Folkstone. Our navy an 
recruits have been naleng trenches 
since the war commenced—bDut we are 
not afraid of invasion. Thousands of 
Russians have been secretly conveyed 
to France and landed at Ostend, but the 
fact dare not be published. 

“T am just longing for the day when 
the allies meet in Berlin—the reckon- 
ing will be awful; the indignities the 
poor women and young girls have been 
subjected to at the hands of the Ger- 
mans are too vile to publish, as told by 
some of our poor wounded now lying 
at the new grammar school at Brigh- 
ton, being used as a hospital. Dora and 
May went there fresterday—so many of 
them with their hands cut off by the 
Germans when they lay wounded on the 
field. Also English nurses had theirs 
cut off while atensiag German wound- 
ed—isn’t it heartrending? 

“Wilfred is at Deal, on guard at 
night—writes very cheerful; camp in 
large park. Everything is dreadfully 
quiet for this time of year. The bunga- 
low people -were frightened, thought 
the German fleet would come into the 
English channel. Four thousand of 
Kitchener’s army now camp at Shore- 
ham. They have taken the field oppo- 
site the golf links for training ground. 

“We are getting in a stock of sup- 
plies—making hay while the sun shines, 
for I see nothing but a long black time 
before us. But I think in the end the 
kaiser will find he got more than he 
bargained for, as all the powers seem 
against him. It is fortunate for Eng- 
land that it came as it did, for it had 
to come, although I never thought I 
should live to see it. Byt don't worry 
about it, dear, we are all well and still 
keep smiling. 

“T am glad that we have a large gar- 
den. We carry the wounded grapes 
and other fruit every day. It is good 
that you are not here to hear them 
relate their experiences on the field, of 
the gruesome and unbelievable atroci- 
ties committed by the Germans, too nu- 
merous and barbaric to mention. Your 
loving sister, ALICE PALMER.” 


HOW CRUISER EMDEN 
SUNK BRITISH SHIPS 


Five Vessels Taken by German 
in Bay of Bengal—British 
Sailors Well Treated. 


Calcutta, September 21.—The crew? 


of the six British steamers captured 
by the German cruiser Emden in the 
Bay of Bengal, five of which were sunk 
after the crews had been taken off, 
arrived here late today. They speak 
highly of the treatment accorded them 


by the Germans. 

George Read, second officer of the 
Indus, says his ship was sighted the 
morning of Septemebr 10 by the Em- 
den. The Germans had intercepted all 
wireless messages and so knew the po- 
sition of all the vessels in the bay. 
The cruiser fired ten shots at the 
Indus, which, however, was not sunk 
until more than an hour after the at- 
tack began, the German marksman- 
ship being poor. 


More Ships Sunk. 

The next afternoon the same program 
was followed with the British ship 
Lovat. 

On the night of the 12th the Kabinga 
(last reported at Calcutta, September 
3) was sighted, and an armed crew 
Placed aboard her. Two hours later the 
Killin was captured and an armed crew 
took possession of her. During the 
night three other vessels were sighted 
iby the Emden, but were not pursued. 
The crew placed aboard the Killin was 
removed in the morning and she also 
was sunk. 

About midday the Germans boarded 
the Diplomat and put her crew on the 
Kabinga. A mine then was placed 
under the bow of the Diplomat, and, 
after five shots had ben fired at her, 
she went down, bow first. 

The Emden then chased another ves- 
sel, which, however, escaped. A heavy 
rain. came on during the night and the 
Em@en apparently lost her bearings 
for Pagodas on shore were sighted and 
the vessel shifted her course into deep- 
er water. 

On the morning of the 14th the cap- 
tured crews were transferred to the 
Kabinga and an hour later the Trad- 
bock was captured. After her crew 
had been sent to the Kabinga, an ex- 
tremely powerful mine was placed un- 
der her bow and she sank immediately. 


Thought Paris Invested, 


Immediately afterwards the German 
prize crew was taken off the Kabinga 
and the two German vessels accompa- 
nied her within seventy-five miles of 
the sand heads at the mouth of the 
Hugli river. When last seen the Emden 
and the Markomannia were lying mo- 
tionless. 

The officers of the Emden believed 
that Paris was invested and that the 
British dreadnaughts in the North sea 
had ‘been destroyed. They treated their 
prisoners generously, giving up their 
cabins to them and supplying them 
with the best food they had. When 
they parted from their prisoners, the 
Germans bade them a most cordial 
farewell. From what they said thev 
apparently had little hope of getting 
out of the bay again. 

During the whole time the captures 
were being made, the sea was rough 
and transshipment of prize crews and 
prisoners was a hazardous and uncer- 
tain undertaking. It was, however, in 
every case accomplished without loss 
of life. 

Crew Landed at Rangoon. 


London, September 21.—A message 
to The Evening News from Rangoon, 
British India, says that the captain 
and crew of the Clan Matheson were 
landed at Rangoon today. “Their ship 
was sunk by the German cruiser 
Emden off False point on the Bay of 
Bengal on September 14. 

The British steamer Clan Matheson 
sailed from Liverpool July 22 for Cal- 
cutta and was last reported as hav- 
ing passed Suez August 5. She is of 
4,775 tonnage, and was owned in Glae- 
gow.

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AUSTRIAN REVERSES 
CAUSED BY TREASON 


Vienna Alleges Traitors Sold 
Austria’s War Plans to 
the Russians. 


Vienna September 21.—(Via Paris.)— 
The belief is growing in official circles 
here that the Austrian reverses in Ga- 
Heia were to a large extent brought 
about by exact knowledge held by the 
Russian war office of Austria’s mob- 
ilization and campaign plans obtained 
through an elaborate system of eés- 
pionage. 

The military authorities, it is 
claimed, two yearsago discovered that 
Colonel Alfred Redl,; chief of the gen- 
eral staff of the Eighth Austrian corps, 
had betrayed information of vital im- 
portance to Russia, and, although it is 
thought probable the Austrian general 
staff later made changes in their plans, 
military experts believe the modifica- 
tions would not have affected greatly 
the general basis of the campaign as 
worked out. 

Colonel Redl was found guilty of 
being a traitor and, on the advice of 
brother officers, committed suicide. 

Austrian official reports continue 
to give only scant details of fresh 
fighting in Galicia. 

There is a constant flow of Polish 
refugees into Vienna. Several train- 
loads arrived Saturday, and more are 
experiencing great difficulty in find- 
ing accommodations for the desti- 
tute, who already aggregate 100,000. 

Farmers are unable to procure suf- 
ficient labor for their autumn plant- 
ing or to carry new grain to the mills 
which are besieged with orders for 
flour. Consequently the price of grain 
has advanced 25 per cent. The tem- 
porary suspension of import duties on 
grain, fodder, cattle and meat is prov- 
ing futile, owing to the opposition of 
the agrariam party in Hungary, which 
is contesting the admission of foreign 
provisions. A shortage in the supplies 
of raw cotton threatens to bring seri- 
ous loss to cotton spinners. The spin- 
ners are endeavoring to procure sup- 
Plies from the United States through 
Italy. Italy prohibits the exportation 
of cotton, but it is thought she will 
permit supplies to pass through her 
territory.

THE RURAL CREDIT SYSTEM. 
The Constitution publishes today from B. 
W. Hunt, of Eatonton, formerly president of 
the Georgia State Bankers’ association, and 
a student of finance of south-wide note, one 
feature of the cottom problem that has been 
stressed slightly, if at all, in the present 
crisis. The inferential contention of Mr. 
Hunt is that— 

If rural credit banks had been operative 
when the European war disrupted our eco- 
nomic scheme the problem would, in all like- 
lihood, have been solved and business would 
~ today be going forward at a normal gait. 

Mr. Hunt’s conservatism and prominence 
entitle him to a hearing not only from south- 
ern farmer and business man, but from con- 
“gress and the highest governmental officials. 
His is an appeal to pure reason. It has been 
proven in Europe and it is—convincing! 

Roughly, here is his theory: 

Admittedly, the state and country banks 
are the ones in closest touch with the farm- 
ers. They must in the long run furnish the 
intermediaries. 

State and country banks recognize land 
chiefly as collateral. National banks are for- 
bidden to lend on land. 

Now, assume these state and 
banks, under a well organized and supervised 
federal system, had been allowed to transfer 
their land loans to rural credit banks; had 
been allowed to enlarge their loans through 
rural credit banks, supervised by the govern- 
ment. 

The present problem would be well on 
its way to solution. 

Mr. Hunt, and E. W. Schaefer, another 
correspondent from Toccoa, show that un- 
der present conditions, state and country 
banks are compelled to loan at almost pro- 
hibitive rates. | 

And prohibitive rates are the last bar- 
rier the farmer cares to negotiaté under 
present tension. 

Mr. Hunt is right in the contention that 
rural credit banks should have been organ- 
ized before or co-ordinately with the fed- 
eral reserve system. It may require weeks 
and months for the federal reserve system 
to extend its benefits to the farmer. Rural 
credit banks acting through state banks go 
right to the spot. 

It is not yet too late. Let congress prove 
reiterated assertions of good faith by organ- 
ising rural credit banks to act in conjunc- 
tion with the state banks.

The board of education has time and again put itself on record in favor of this plan 
of temporary solution, but as it is authorized neither to rent temporary quarters nor to 
engage additional teachers without the sanction of council, it is helpless. 

The call, therefore, is for council to meet the emergency of the moment and to 
enable the board of education to do away with this monstrous double session nuisance, 


which is sapping the vitality of our teachers and throwing obstacles in the way of the 
children of Atlanta who have a right to expect an education under at least reasonable 


conditions. 


Unless council comes to the rescue of the city school system, it must assume the 
responsibility of denying to the children of Atlanta the advantages of an up-to-date pro- 
gressive public school system by throttling the board of education in its effort to keep the 
system apace with the rapid growth of the city. 


THE FAKERS STILL WITH US. 

If anyone had fondly imagined that the 
organized reticence of the European con- 
testants had stamped out the colorful ef- 
forts of the new fakers, a glance at a small 
percentage of the papers printed in Amer- 
ica is enough for disillusionment. It is true 
that their products are not as startling or as 
misleading as the masterpieces of the old- 
time “Shanghai liar,” the “Mole St. Nicholas 
liar’? and the other cheerfully prevaricating 
gentry that have lent high lights and thrills 
to previous big combats. But the war news 
faker still is on the job, and his trail is not 
very difficult to follow given a_ certain 
amount of skill and patience and even a 
rudimentary development of the detective 


instinct. 

Newspapers here and there throughout 
America ure publishing accounts of battles 
under the names of “special correspond- 
ents,” accounts vivid in nature and circum- 
stantial in detail. A simple test of the 
veracity of these achievements lies in a 
comparison with the studied scrupulousness 
of the Associated Press reports, and a fur- 
ther comparison with the businesslike 
brevity of governmental bulletins. 

In nearly every instance the deadly 
parallel brings out this interesting fact: 

The “masterpieces” engineered by “for- 
eign .war correspondents” tally, in essen- 
tials, with the two sources previously men- 
tioned—the Associated Press and the gov- 
ernment bulletins. They are, in all likeli- 
hood, many of them written in the shadow 
of Park Row, an obvious, if sometimes skill- 
ful, elaboration of the scant actual news 
that filters past the merciless and argus- 
eyed censors. Apply the test. The result 
will be convincing—and astonishing. 

So far as the world is informed, there 
is only one accredited American news 
agency correspondent with the allied ar- 
mies. That is the representative of the 
Associated Press. Even his matter, unless 
sent by mail, and even then, on occasion, is 
unceremoniously deleted by the censors. 
This is not, of course, to take into reckon- 
ing the special men in the European capi- 
tals, such as Paris, Bordeaux, London, 
Vienna and Petrograd. Even here the cen- 
sor is impartially industrious with cable- 
grams and hardly less so with the outgoing 
mails, unless the correspondent manages by 
subterfuge to elude his vigilance. Stories 
written a hundred miles or more from the 
theater of war must, of necessity, be mis- 
leading and groping. They are chiefly built 
on the narratives of prisoners, of wounded 
soldiers and the conjectures of military 
experts. 

Here is seen the material with which 
the articles of the news fakers are con- 
structed. It is a safe bet, however, that 
the chief persons fooled are—the fakers 
themselves. 


A WAR OF SUPERLATIVES. 

It is a war of superlatives that is ravag- 
ing Europe. The laconic and meager re- 
ports of the various belligerent govern- 
ments; the narratives of the Associated 
Press, wonderful in their intelligibility the 
handicap considered; the reports of the or- 
namental and more or less accurate “spe- 
cial” correspondents; the number of men 
engaged; the territory involved, the caliber 
of the infantry and artillery; the strength 
and reach of the forts and fortresses; the 
length of battle line; the tonnage of the 
warships engaged, and of the vessels com- 
pelled to take refuge in neutral ports—all 
and singular of these contributing factors 
are characterized by a hugeness not re 
motely approximately approached in his- 
tory and staggering imagination with their 
very immensity. 

No one knows what the daily cost of 
this war is averaging. Every figure given 
is only a wild guess. The estimates run 
from thirty to fifty millions a day. The 
cost to industry in the matter of stagnation 
is equally a matter of sheer speculation. The 
cost of recuperation—well, that is an item 
that few of the combatants are yet consid- 
ering. And it is a safe guess that when 
the hard-headed financier does allow his 
thoughts to dwell on the ultimate cost, and 
the sum total of values destroyed, he is 
likely to indulge in an attack of the chill 
rigors. 

This is not to reckon with the almost 
illimitable value of lives cast wantonly 
away, a sacrifice to the Moloch of war. For 
who can measure the value and the poten- 
tialities of the human life? Previous wars 
have given us anguish of wives and mothers 
and sweethearts and sisters. Who can 
place a mathematical figure on the anguish 
spread broadcast, even at this early date, 
through the homes of Europe, the thatched 
hut of the peasant, the lordly corridors of 
royalty, for royalty itself has not been 
exempt from sorrow in this war of wars. 

For all this establishment of new and 
terrible records in slaughter, in devastation, 
in loss of art and of historic edifices, in the 
inevitable relapse to barbarism, there is 
one compensation, slender though it may 
be. When the totals finally are cast up, 
humanity will stand so aghast that we shall 
in all likelihood see the end of wars, the 
death of militarism. A war of superlatives, 
truly. An outvieing of all the horrors and 
wreckage with which organized carnage has 
strewn history. In many of the diseases 
that ravage flesh and blood, there comes a 
supreme crisis, a superlative suffering, cast- 
ing in the shade all that has passed before. 
After that, the process of mending begins, 
and thenceforth the body is healthier than 
ever before. May not that be the crisis to 
this war of superlatives?

| The Holland Letter| 


Although national pride has been stim- 
ulated by the opinions voiced here and there 
in the business world—noticeable not by 
leading bankers—that the war in Europe is 
to make the United States the money power 
of the world and to give us speedily pre- 
eminence in international trade, still recent 
events in Great Britain make it clear that 
a long time will have passed before the su- 
premacy of this kind will pass from London 
to the United States. 

There is just beginning to be a fairly 
g00d understanding of what was done upon 
the instant in London to overcome the cha- 
otic condition which for a day or two early 
in August prevailed. There was, within 4 
few hours, according. to a statement made 
by a high executive officer of one of tne 
great American industrial organizations 
who returned from London a day or two ago, 
established perfect co-operation between the 
British government and the Bank of Eng- 
land. The government spokesman was the 
Chancellor of the exchequer, Lidyd-Georgce. 
He put himself into communication as soon 
as possible with the governors of the Bank 
of England. He recognized that this insti- 
tution is the central bank for Great Britain 
and is the world’s great authority, so far 
as financial conditions are concerned. 

For a day or two London was inevitably 
paralyzed with respect to its financial and 
commercial situation. This situation wag re- 
flected almost immediately in New York and 
was visibly demonstrated by the closing of 
our stock exchange and the action of the 
Clearing House association, which agreed to 
issue certificates and to receive in payment 
of balances any kind of money. That action 
was, so far as payment of any form of cash 
is concerned, unprecedented in the clearing 
house. 

If our own securities and money market 
were being drawn upon by those in London 
who were able to do that, the amount and 
extent of these drafts were trivial in com- 
parison with the demand which was made 
in London. Every one of the countries now 
at War, excepting Austria, had been draw- 
ing bills upon London, some of which repre- 
sented commodities purchased by England 
and securities that had been sold. The 
amount was estimated at about two billion 
dollars. If that estimate is correct, it is 
only a billion less than the aggregate 
amount of American securities now held 
across the sea, according to the best esti- 
mates obtainable in thig city. The situation, 
therefore, in London and, of course, through- 
out Great Britain and her colonial depend- 
encies became suddenly very dangerous. The 
problem which was suddenly presented in- 
volved finding for its solution the best way 
to take care of this large amount of obli- 
gations. For, unless they were cared for, 
British commerce would be _ absolutely 
stopped. 


In the Dark. 


Many of those who had drawn bills on 
London could not be reached because of the 
war. Therefore, whatever movement was 
made, from one point of view, was neces- 
sarily to be made in the dark. Then it was 
that the chancellor of the exchequer put 
himself in communication with the bankers 
of London and the Bank of England, and 
he asked only one question—he wanted to 
know of the bankers what was the best way 
to handle the situation so as to maintain 
the British market and English commerce. 
When he was told what the situation was 
he said to these bankers that they could 
rely with confidence upon the complete sup- 
port of the British government. He said the 
government would see to it that sufficient 
assistance was given—and it could be given 
through the utilization of the credit of the 
government itself—completely to protect 
British commerce. He explained that he 
meant by the term “the credit of the govern- 
ment” the guarantee by the government of 
the payment of whatever bills the Bank of 
England took over. That was all. In a mo- 
ment almost—not longer time than was 
necessary for minds to meet—England’s 
great financial institution, behind which stood 
the credit of the British “government, ac- 
cepted liabilities aggregating about one bil- 
lion dollars of American money. This action, 
combined with the signal service done by 
the British navy in making the sea safe for 
commerce, served immediately to re-estab- 
lish commercial exchange everywhere ex- 
cepting on the continent of Europe where 
war is raging. 

Could Not Have Done This. 

Even had there been a unified bank as 
the core of the federal reserve system, had 
that system been in full operation early in 
August, the United States could not have 


gone as far, certainly not with such celerity, . 


as the government of Great Britain's co-op- 
eration with the Bank of England went. 

This single incident, of which particulars 
have reached this city only recently, demon- 
strates the pre-eminence of Great Britain as 
a money power and as a defender of her own 
commerce. 

There were other things for the British 
government to do, and no time was lost in 
accomplishing them. Our own bankers knew 
that the chief reason for the abnormal in- 
crease in quotations for foreign exchange 
was the fact that the insurance rates were 
so high ag to make the export of gold im- 
possible, thereby creating an abnormal de- 
mand for foreign exchange. The American 
authority states that when the insurance 
rates were at their highest the quotations 
for American bills of exchange on London 
were also at their highest, being prohibitive, 
for they were $6.50 to the pound. The chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, after he had pledged 
the credit of the government to the Bank of 
England so as to protect that bank in the 
obligations which it accepted, united with 
other members of the government to make 
measures which would reduce tne tnsurance 
rate. The government did take over all but 
about 20 per cent of the insurance liabilities 
and greatly reduced the rate, ultimately from 
£10, or approximately $50, American money, 
to about $10, American money. Automatic- 
ally, the exchange rate fell. 

In this country, we have been com- 
pelled to move more cautiously, because it 
has béen imposs{ble for the government to 
co-operate as the British government did 
with the Bank of England, since we have no 
unified bank. 

It was a revelation made by the wUnex- 
ampled manner in which the British govern- 
ment and England’s great bank came into 
instant co-operation, and with success that 
has demonstrated to bankers in this city 
what the inestimable resources of the Brit- 
ish government are and how they may 
relied upon to maintain a war.which Great 
Britain believes to be waged for the peace 
of the world. All the 
Britain—men, money, commerce—can be re- 
lied upon to maintain the war until Ger- 
many ts defeated. The private opinion in 
Great Britain is that, with the complete 
overflow of Germany, there will come an 
end of excessive armaments, and a great 
reduction in the construction of naval ves- 
sels. That we are to follow the lead of 
London has been manifested for some days 
in the Wall street district. England is care- 
fully opening her exchanges; she is bégin- 
ning to deal in consols and colonial issues. 
Cautiously, but courageously, the United 
States is to follow the leadership of Great 
Britain. We may speedily open some of our 
financial markets, carefully guarding these 
markets, then iene em aga until

Henry Meiggs’ Dream. 
(Cc. M. Keys, in World’s Work.) 


Years ago Henry Meiggs conceived the 
notion of starting a railroad on the coast 
of Peru which would cross the Andes and 
connect at some place in the east with the 
navigable waters of the Amazon. That was 
one of the great railroad dreams of the last 
century. The road was started at the port 
of Callao on the west coast, ran through 
Lima, and climbed the Andes. During the 
upward climb of more than 15,000 feet there 
are more than twenty switchbacks. The 
engineering feats involved in the building 
of tunnels and bridges to surmount the 
Andes have not been surpassed, for daring, 
in the records of the North American rail- 
roads. 

The story, 80 far as the pioneering end 
of it goes, ends unhappily, as it so often 
ends all over the world. The work was 
pushed forward for some years at a _ tre- 
mendous cost, in money and in lives. The 
actual cost of the road, as it stands today, 
is more than $200,000 a mile, and it is said 
that more than 7,500 men died of fever or 
were killed in its construction. In _ 1877, 
when the road had reached a little village 
called Chicla, in the heart of the mountains, 
Meiggs broke down and died from overwork 
and strain. At the same time the govern- 
ment’s treasury gave out and it was im- 
possible to push the work forward. The 
road stopped and was operated more or less 
unsuccessfully for many years. In 1891 the 
work was resumed. At that date the Peru- 
vian corporation came into existence and 
took over the railroad. It let the contract 
to complete the line to William Thorndike, 
another American, who pushed it forward 
across the divide, to Oroya, which is now its 
eastern terminus. The railroad is said to 
be the highest railroad in the world It is 
also one of the highest priced. 
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Artistically and Historically, 
Destruction of the Cathedral 
Of Rheims Is Great Calamity 


Tne cathedral of Rheims, which has been 
completely destroyed by the artillery fire of 
the Germans, was generally conceded by art 
critics to be the most perfect type of Gothic 
architecture extant. From an artistic point 
of view its loss is irreparable. From an 
historical and sentimental consideration the 
loss is not the less to be deplored.

Artisans Who Were Artists. 


Fashioned laboriously by artisans who 
were artists to their finger tips—men imbued 
with the wonderful spirit of the Gothic 
period which produced the finest examples of 
ecclesiastical art the world has known—it 
remained for a few shells to shatter its 
fairy-like fabric to dust. 

Such is war! It recks not of romance, 


of sentiment, of artistic achievement, of 
sacred associations. 

In one breath the kaiser. calls on the 
God of his fathers to aid him in battle. In 
the next, his shells crash through the spires 
of a church reared by the devoted followers 


of the self-same God. 
Histery of Cathedral. 

The cathedral of Notre-Dame, of Rheims, 
to give it its full name, was built on the 
site of a church burnt in 1211. It was con- 
secrated in 1241. The wonderful facade. 
which was matchless among the cathedrals 
of Europe, dated from the fourteenth century. 
With the possible exception of the apse of 
the cathedral of Amiens, the Gothic spirit 
flowered ‘in rarest perfection and the orna- 
ment was exquisite. The long lancet win- 
dows were open to the sun. Through them 
one could see the fiying buttresses that sup- 
ported the roof of the nave. " 

So beautiful was the facade of the cathe- 
dral that any effort to describe it in detail 
would prove inept. The intense religious 
spirit of its creation, however, was all- 
appealing. 

Over the ornate entrance the figures of 
the kings of France were placed. Below. the 
stories of David and Solomon were pictured 
in stone. 

Interior of Caure2. 

The interior of the church was fully as 
beautiful as the exterior. The western wall 
of the cathedral seemed one vast collection 
of gems. The stained glass was the most 
beautiful in all Europe. The ruby and the 
emerald were most prominent, but the sap- 
phire and the topaz had their place. 

The best place to view this wonderful 
color effect was the spot where stood Joan 
of Are with Charles VIL, as he received the 
crown. 

Since the day when Charles VII. was 
crowned many kings have been crowned in 
Rheims cathedral. 

The church was filled with relics. Among 
these was a thorn supposed to be from the 
crown of thorns which was placed on the 
head of the Savior on Mount Calvary. 

It was the custom of the kings to pre- 
sent the church with gifts when they came 
to Rheims to be crowned. Many of these 
presents remained, although quite a few 
were destroyed auring the revolution. 


RURAL CREDIT BANKS OFFER 
COTTON PROBLEM SOLUTION 


Editor Constitution: Is it good policy for 
the south to depend on the house of repre- 
sentatives of the United States to pass the 
senate bill which is intended to extend to 
state banks the benefits of emergency cur- 
rency? 

Secretary McAdoo is quoted to have said: 
“It is not, however, necessary for a single 
state bank to issue a dollar of currency to 
deal with the situation, and furthermore, let 
me say to you that the integrity of the 
financial structure of this country today 
depends on the national banks.” 

In other words, state banks must sur- 
render their state charters and become na- 
tional banks to be enabled to finance the 
holding of 1914 cotton crop. 

Probably the majority of southern state 
banks would at once change to national 
banks if there were any way developed 
whereby the state banks could sufficiently 
reduce their burden of bills receivable se- 
cured by mortgages on land. 


Land Titles. 

At present, under our Georgia laws, the 
searching of land titles is slow and wholly 
dependent on the correctness of the human 
agency that alphabetically indexes deeds, 
mortgages, wills and fi. fas. 

Then, again, all legislation has been in- 
tended to protect the borrower's interest at 
the expense of the lender. 

Of course, any measure not founded on 
equity defeats its own .ends, and the high 
rates paid for interest of 8 per cent, com- 
missions of 5 per cent to lawyers for effect- 
ing loans and searching titles, puts a burden 
on the borrower on a twelve months’ loan of 
13 per cent, on a five-year loan of 9 per 
cent, which rate is too high for any eco- 
nomic well-managed business to pay. 

The state bank has been the only refuge 
of the borrowing land-owner, whereby he 
could escape the 5 per cent commission. 

It is not that the state banks desired 
the land loan, but land, being a safer col- 
lateral than crop leins, was accepted by them 
from certain customers with all its acknowl- 
edged drawbacks. 

The burden of this communication is te 
say that neither the state nor the general 
government has effected any liegisiation to- 
ward rural credits. 
legisiation should precede the establishment 
of the regional reserve banks, thereby ena- 
bling the state banks to transfer their real 
estate loans to rural credit land banks, with- 
out working hardships on the farmers, but 


I believe rural credit | 


really benefiting the country by reducing the 
interest rates on land loans to nearly the 
rate paid in Europe. Then state banks would 
be in position to ask for membership and 
the benefits which are restricted to national 
banks. 

The establishment of national *currency 
associations, and the proposed regional 
banks, deprive the state banks of the here- 
tofore used safety valve of issuing in emer- 
gencies so-called clearing house certificates. 

Rural Credits Needed. 

The many factors in finance so intricately 
interlock one with another that no condens- 
ed statement can cover the whole case, in- 
cluding bettering land titles, validating the 
land to be pledged in advance of the loan 
by a court’s decree, saving valuable time, 
and wasteful fees in advance of the loan, 
as well as unnecessary expenditure of law- 
yers’ fees in collecting of recalcitrant bor- 
rowers. 

The want of needed rural credit legisla- 
tion is one of the principal reasons why 
farmers cannot be more liberally assisted ins 
withholding from market the cotton crop of 
1914, until it shall be in urgent demand at 
living prices. 

Let the cotton raiser take note of this 
fact, and when his vote is solicited. insist 
that he, for whom his ballot is cast, shall 
not shirk this most needed of all legislation.

NO RELIEF, SAYS 


GOVERNOR SLATON 


Feels Sure That Congress 
Has No Intention of Pass- 
ing Measure to Help Farm- 
ers of the South. 


Washington, September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor John M. Slaton, who 
has been here in company with other 
southern governors attending the meet- 
ing of the committee on banking and 
currency of the house, has left for 
Atlanta after declaring that he felt 
sure congress would not take any ac- 
tion looking to the relief of the cotton 
growers of the south. He also stated 
that under no circumstances would he 
call a special session of the legislature, 
as he did not see what good could be 
accomplished thereby. 

At the session of the committee to- 
day, Representative Henry, of Texas, 
explained his bill, which provides that 


$500,000,000 be loaned by the govern- 
ment in currency secured by bonds to 
the farmers on a basis of $35 a Dale 
when properly warehoused. 

Of the twenty-one members of the 
coynmittee it is said that only Repre- 
séntatives Eagle, of Texas; Wingo, of 

kansas; Ragsdale, of South Carolina, 
Neely, of Kansas, are favorable to 
ill. 

Governor Slaton Talks. 

In speaking of the situation Gov- 
ernor Slaton said: 

“Congress is now in session. It is 
wholly within the province and func- 
tions of congress to do something to 
relieve the distressing conditions in 
the cotton states, but it appears that 
nothing will be done. I cannot say 
that I favor the Henry bill, which pro- 
poses an issue of currency in the gum of 
$500,000,000 to be loaned directly to the 
farmers through the state and national 
banks, but I am vitally interested in 
congress doing something for the south. 
However, it is not disposed to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. 

“IT had hoped to find some disposi- 
tion here to do something for the cot- 
ton farmer, but it is not in this com- 
mittee which is handling the problem. 
There is a long system of circum- 
locution here of doing things, which, 
in its last analysis, is a system to de- 
vise a way’ to keep from giving -relief 
to the cotton growers and the people. 
We people down south, who have learn- 
ed to look upon congress as compris- 
ing idols of the people, working for the 
people, by the people, expected some- 
thing to be done. Instead of taking 
kindly to the proposition, it is ap- 
proached in a censorious and fault- 
finding manner, with an evident inten- 
tion of evading the issue and eventu- 
ally failing to do anything. 

What Congress Did for West. 

“Congress inaugurated the great irri- 
gation plan for the western states, and 
only recently remitted interest on a 
$50,000,000 loan. It has valorized sil- 
ver in the interests of the miners and

Meetings of the directors of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ association 
and the Atlanta Freight bureau will be 
Called today to hear the plea of repre- 
sentatives of the United Commercial 
Travelers’ association and the cham- 
ber of commerce, asking co-operation 
of the two bodies first named in ap- 
pearing before the state railroad com- 
mission on Wednesday to protest 
against the discontinuance by the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway of Bee trains 
running between Covington and Ma- 
con.

The Macon Chamber of Commerce to- 
day decided to back up the petition of 
the Central of Georgia railway to be 
allowed to restore its old service on the 
eastern branch of the road which was 
discontinued a year ago.

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CABLE SYSTEM WILL 
“PROTECT WATER MAINS 


Georgia Railway and Power 


Co. Agrees to Spend $60,000 
to Do This Work. 


Atacost of approximately $60,000, 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany will install a system of cable 
over its various routes to lessen dam- 
age to the city’s water mains, con- 
duits and fire alarm cables, according 
to an agreement reached between 
President P. 8S. Arkwright and City 
Electrician R. C. Turner. The company 
will install the system at its own cost, 
the work to be completed next year. 

City Electrician Turner presented 
the contract to the general council 
Monday. He says the city’s water 
mains and conduits have been damaged 
to a great extent through the escape 
of electric current from the street car 
tracks, and up-to the present time the 
city has more than sixty claims 
against the company for damage to its | 
property. The damage is caused by 
what is known as electrolysis. 

Under the agreement, according to 
the city electrician, the-city does not 
relinquish its claims against the com- 
pany for damage already done,

property of the city, the street car 
company will be forced to put down a 
copper cable along some of its lines, 
or install some other system satisfac- 
tory to the city.

Senator 
Burton, whose achievement will g0 
down as a valedictory effort in a con- 
gressional career of twenty-two years, 
was warmly congratulated by many of 
his colleagues as the clerk announced 
the vote which sealed the fate of the 
big appropriation bill. 

Bankhead Surprised Senate. 

Senator Bankhead’s motion was in- 
terjected in the proceedings tonight at 
a moment’ when it became apparent 
that a substitute offered by Senator 
Burton for the committee bill cham- 
pioned by Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, was to receive the support 
of democrats who had been fighting for 
the original bill. Senator Burton him- 
self had expressed dissatisfaction over

IN CIT Y SCHOOLS 
Continued From Page One. 


dren who fail to get promotion are 
characterized as deficient. 

Commissioner Guinn says that a 
large per cent of children who failed 
to receive promotion would have been 
successful had the facilities for teach- 
ing been better. Last year, and for 
years gone by, the board was forced 
to allow teachers to instruct grades 
where there were a8 many as seventy- 
five children. This condition was cre- 
ated by congestion in many of the 
schools. In some instances the school 
buildings were overcrowded, and in 
other instances schools had vacant 
seats the year around. As the result 
of this condition, the school board 
caused a redistricting of the schools, 
but this reform has not had the effect 
of improving teaching facilities. 

Double Session System. 

Under the so-called “double session,” 
the teacher reports at the school room 
at 8 o’clock. She teaches one shift 
of scholars four hours, with recesses, 
until 12 o’clock. Then she dismisses 
the class, and within the brief space 
of thirty minutes she must eat her 
luncheon, take a brief rest and at 12:30 
o’cloek she must be back on the job 
teaching the second shift of pupils. At 
4 o'clock in the afternoon, when her 
day’s task is completed, she is worn 


out. 

The “double session” system is un- 
fair to the teacher, and it is danger- 
ous to the child. After putting in the 
morning hours with.a class the teacher 
is fagged out. The children of the 
afternoon classes must suffer. It is 
unfair to assume that a@ woman, even 
though she possess the styength of a 
man, is capable of instructing two 
classes in one day of eight hours. The 
children of the morning classes suffer 
because they must put their best effort 
at study in a very brief space of time, 
and the afternoon classes because they 
do not get the bénefit of all the en- 
ergy and eagerness of the teacher. 

Members of the board who have 
given years of thought and study to 
the school needs admit that even 


though there were separate shifts of 
teachers for the morning and after- 
noon classes, the situation would be 
just as bad, because those children 
who were denied the privilege of at- 
tending the morning classes would be 
tired out and unfit for study in the 
afternoon. Most of the children who 
are subjected to the “double session 
stunt are the youngest attending 
school, and to be forced to attend one 
of the double sessions is an unnatural 
demand on their health. 

Superintendent W. M. Slaton is 
known to be thoroughly disgusted with 
the “double session scheme.” He de- 
clined to comment on the situation 
Monday, explaining that his reticence 
was on account of an order forbidding 
heads of departments from criticising 
conditions. 

Criticism of System. 


Commissioner Guinn, however, 
Pressed himself plainly. He said: 

“It is unfortunate that double ses- 
sions are necessary. But double ses- 
sions with thirty-five to the grade are 
infinitely better for the education and 
health of the children than single 
sessions with ftifty, sixty or seventy in 
the rooms. As a matter of fact, it is 
simply impossible for any teacher, 
however efficient, to teach a grade of 
fifty children. The efficiency of our 
school system has been materially les- 
sened by placing this impossible task 
upon the teachers. With the heavy 
work of overcrowded grades, necessary 
individual instruction by the teach- 
ers has been out of the question. 
Hence, numerous complaints of unsatis- 
factory work and the large number of 
a ate vsmgee ng each year. 

“The city ts in need of mere ade- 
quate school facilities. These must 
be promptly provided if Atlanta is to 
have an up-to-date system of publi: 
schools. 

“School buildings and equipmen: are 
not all that is needed, but these are 
The board 
of education entered upon a_ recon- 
struction policy for our public schools 
that will make our educational de- 
partment a source of pride to every 
citizen, but this greatly needed work 
will be seriously retarded, if not made 
impossible, if school buildings are not 
eupplied without delay.’’ 


Mayor Woodward's Position. 


Mayor James G. Woodward is in- 
clined to minimize the importance of 
protests against the school system. 
He says that the reforms of the school 
board should have been put into effect 
gradually. * 

The mayor takes the position that 
the double sessions are necessary at 
this time in order to give all the school 
children an opportunity to ws _In- 
structed. 

Mrs. John W. Rowlett, ws the 
counci] of the Parent-Teach asso- 
ciation, blames Atlanta’s general coun 
cil for school conditions. She says e 
hands of the school board are tied 
because council is in authority. 

“And this condition will prevail until 
we put men in council who are more 
in sympathy with school needs,” she 
says. 

Members of the Parent-Teacher as- 
sociation of the Slaton school will 
hold a meeting next Tuesday to pro- 
test against the double sessions in the 
fourth and fifth grades. Parents’ clubs 
in other districts are lodging protests 
every day with the school board, and 
they say that unless something is done 
soon they are going to take their-chil- 
dren from school. 


Pesition of Fifth Ward. 


J. E. Bowden, president of the Fifth 
Ward Improvement club, replying to 
Mayor Woodward's statement in which 
he defends the school board, declares 
that the mayor is wrong in assuming 
that the people of the Fifth ward are 
going to allow their fight for better 
school facilities to blow over.

Washington, September 21.—The ad-' 
ministration war revenue bill, as final-, 
ly revised by the ways and means com- 
mittee democrats to tax beer, wines, 
gasoline, tobacco dealers, brokers, 
bankers, amusement proprietors and 
commercial instruments, was intro- 
duced in the house today. The meas- 


crease internal revenue by $105,000,000 
annually, offsetting the decrease in im- 
port duties resulting from the war. 

Democratic Leader Underwood, who 
will pilot the bill through the house, 
plans to call up the measure for con- 
sideration next Thursday under a spe- 
cial rule. He believes it is assured of 
passage in the house by the end of the 
week. 

The bill taxes beer $1.50 barrel: sweet 
wines 20 cents and dry wines 
12 cents a gallon; gasoline, 2 
cents a gallon; bankers, $2 =on 
each $1,000 of capital and surplus and 
undivided profits; brokers, $50 each; 
pawnbrokers, $20; commercial brokers, 
$20; customs house brokers, $10; pro- 
prietors of theaters, museums, concert 
halls in cities of 15,000 population or 
over, $100 each; circus proprietors, 
$100 a year; proprietors of other ex- 
hibitions, $10, and proprietors of bowl- 
ing alleys and billiard rooms, $5 for 
each alley or table. 

Tax on Tobacco Dealers. 

Tobacco dealers and manufacturers 
are taxed the same as in 1898 except 
that in the largest class, tobacco deal- 
ers not specifically provided for, the 
tax is $4.80 each. A tax of $12 was 
levied in 1898 on tobacco dealers hav- 
ing annual sales of $50,000 or over. 
The bill levies a tax of 5 cents on 
bonds and certificates of indebtedness 
for each $1,000 involved; 1 cent on tel- 
ephone calls costing 15 cents or more, 
and telegraph messages; indemnity 
bonds, 50 cents; certificates of profits, 2 
cents; certificates of damage, 25 cents 
each; life insurance policies, each $100, 
8 cents; fire, marine, casualty, fidelity 
and guaranty insurance policies, one- 
half cent on each dollar; goods with- 
drawn from customs houses, 50 cents, 
and goods entered at customs houses, 
from 25 cents to $1, according to.value. 

A tax of 2 cents for each seat in a 
parlor car and for each berth in a 
sleeping car is levied. On passage tick- 
ets from an American to a foreign 
port, a tax of from $1 to $5 is levied. 
A tax of 10 cents is levied on brokers’ 
contracts, deeds and other convey- 
ances, 50 cents when not exceeding 
$500 in amount and 50 cents for eack 
additional $500; mortgages, 25 cents 
for each $1,500; power of attorney to 
vote, 10 cents; power of attorney to 
sell, 25 cents; protest a note, till 
acceptance, etc., 25 cents. 

Telegraph and Telephone Taxes.

The bill is effective immediately on 
passage, except the stamp tax provi- 
sions, which will not become opers- 
tive until November 1. Responsibility 
for collection of telegraph and tele- 
phone taxes is placed on the compa- 
nies through their reports to the col- 
lectors of internal revenue. Messages 
relating to a company’s own business 
and official government messages are 
exempt. 

All federal, state, county, town and 
municipal bonds, debentures or certifi- 
cates of indebtedness and stocks and 
bonds issued by co-operative building 
and loan associations that loan only to 
their stockholders are exempt. 

In taxing life insurance policies the 
bill makes special provision that on all 
aggre soa for life insurance only, issued 
n the industrial or weekly payment 
plan, the tax will be 40 per cent of 
the first weekly premium, the company 
to pay the tax. The tax will not apply 
to any “fractional beneficiary society, 
or order, or farmers’ purely local co- 
operative company or association, or 
employees’ relief association operated 
on the dge system or local co-oper- 
ation plan, organized and conducted 
solely by the members for their ex- 
clusive benefit and not for profit.” 

Purely co-operative or mutual fire in- 
surance companies not operated for 
profit also are exempted. 

A broker is exempt from the $50 tax 
if he has paid a banker’s tax. The to- 
bacco tax is to take effect November 
1. It exempts all leaf tobacco deal- 
ers whose annual sales do not exceed 
1,000 pounds.

MARCONI MAN DEFIES 
SECRETARY DANIELS 


New York, September 21.—John W. 
Griggs, president of the Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph company of America, 
announced today that his company 
would fight in the courts the right of 
the government to regulate its opera- 
tions. Secretary Daniels has threatened 
to close the company’s plant at Sias- 
conset, Mass., unless a prompt and sat-* 
isfactory explanation is forthcoming as 
to why the company handled what the 
department considers an unneutral 
message from a British cruiser off the 
coast of New Jersey to a British ad- 
miralty agent in New York, asking for 
supplies. 

Mr. Griggs declared the government 
lacked both the power and the right to 
interfere with the company’s business, 
and added: 

“The government threatens to bring 
naval regulations into play in order to 
effect the closing of our plant. Secre- 
tary Daniels seems to be under the im- 
pression that the United States at this 
time is being governed by military 
law. He is sadly mistaken. Further- 
more, we have not violated the neu- 
trality of the United States.”
